WALLACE ERWIN GRAVES 


Whately’s Town Report for 1981 is dedicated to Wallace Erwin Graves 
who is among a handful of men to qualify as a ‘Town Father’. His life and 
his work have been in service to the town. He has contributed zeal and hard 
work and the time consumed in thorough research; in tracking down 
problems on old maps or checking questionable inches or feet in a parcel of 
land being searched. As chairman of the Finance Committee on and off for 
seventeen years he never spared himself. He poured over the Town Papers 
from the 1770's to the 1900's, teaching himself to distinguish between ‘f’s 
that were ‘s’s and spellings that varied with each report. He posessed the 
inexhaustible patience that enabled him to search out the smallest detail of 
a town problem with unstinting thoroughness. 


Active in church affairs he served on the Parish Committee and was 
Chairman of the Whately Congregational Church for the town’s 
Bicentennial. As a charter member of the Whately Grange he served on 
many committees. He was an active and honored member of the Conway 
Masonic Lodge. 


A nature lover, he can identify the many birds that flock to Whately at 
whatever season, as well as the ones seen on his daily walks, no matter 
what the weather, between his home in West Whately and the Post Office 
at the Center. 


He is an organic gardener of notable skill and his garden is always as 
close to weedless perfection as any found this side of paradise. 


He is noted for thoroughness whether in his workshop or checking the 
history of a town road litigation. On the Zoning Board of Appeals he 
worked long and faithfully to help the town hand down fair and equable 
decisions. 


He has given generously of himself throughout his life and knows the 
town as few others do. The Graves family has been an integral part of the 
town since its founding and before, when it was Hadley, then Hatfield, and 
in 1771 when it became Whately. Thomas Graves, ancestor of all Whately 
Graves reached New England prior to 1645 and came to the western part 
of Massachusetts in 1661. The Graves family has been interwoven with 
Whately from that time on. Wallace Erwin Graves has been a sterling 
example of that fealty throughout his life.

GREETING: 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town, qualified to vote in 
elections and in town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately on 
Saturday, the twenty-fourth day of April next, at one-thirty o’clock in the 
afternoon, then and there to act on the following articles: 


(R) indicates Article recommended by the Finance Committee 


ARTICLE 1. To raise and appropriate suchsums of money as may be 
deemed necessary to defray the expenses of the town for the fiscal year 
from July 1, 1982 to June 30, 1983. (R) 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time 
to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 
1982, in accordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, 
Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and 
to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one 
year, in accordance with General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. (R) 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to prosecute and defend all suits that may be brought in behalf of, or 
against, the town and employ counsel for the same. (R) 


ARTICLE 4. To see what the town will do with the money from the 
County called the Dog Fund. ($305.00) (R) 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote that the Cemetery 
Commissioners be authorized to act as Sextons, their compensation for 
cemetery work and for opening graves to be fixed by a vote of the town, or 
take any other action relative thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to accept any Trust Funds 
that may have been given to the town during the Fiscal Year 1982. (R) 
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ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to fix the salaries and 
compensation of all elective officers of the town, as provided by General 
Laws, Chapter 41, Section 108: Moderator, Selectmen, Town Clerk, 
Assessors, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Elector Under the Will of Oliver 
Smith, Constables, Tree Warden and School Committee. (R) 


ARTICLE 8. _ To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to enter 
into agreements with the Massachusetts Department of Public Works for 
the maintenance and construction of highways. (R) 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to accept from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts any allotments of money to be used for 
highway construction, improvements and/or maintenance, and to 
authorize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow in anticipation of reimbursement.

$167,980.17 for the town’s share of the operating expenses of the Frontier 
Regional School, including Special Education under Chapter 766. (R) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$53,200.84 for the town’s share of the operating and capital expenses of 
the Franklin County Technical School. (R) 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will appropriate from available 
funds the following sums of money for the operation and maintenance of 
the S. White Dickinson Memorial Library: from the S. White Dickinson 
Library Fund $7,000.00; from the S. White Dickinson Aged Persons Fund 
$500.00; and from the State Aid to Libraries Grant $1,250.00. (R) 


ARTICLE 14. Tosee if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,418.10 as the town’s share of the operating costs of the Tri-Town Beach 
District, any money received by the District from admissions and 
concessions tobe retained by the District to be used in each of the follawing 
years to reduce the annual appropriations therefor by the member towns, 
or take any other action relative thereto. (R) 
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ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum or 
sums to be used for highway construction, improvements and/or 
maintenance as the State’s share and town’s share under Chapter 351, and 
to meet said appropriation, authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, to borrow, raise by taxation, transfer from available funds 
or take any other action relative thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 16. Tosee if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$13,284.00, for constructing, maintaining and policing of town ways in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 497, Acts of 1971, as amended 
by Chapter 492, Acts of 1974, or take any other action relative 
thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will vote to establish a schedule of 
fees for those licenses, permits, certified copies, and other services 
provided by the Town Clerk's Office, pursuant to the authority granted by 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 262, Section 34; and to codify those 
fees in a document entitled “Schedule of Fees” to be recorded and publicly 
posted in the Town Clerk’s Office, or take any other action relative 
thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
transfer from available funds, borrow, or otherwise provide any sum or 
sums of money for the following projects for the Frontier Regional School 
Building or take any vote or votes in relation thereto. 

1. Reconstruct, repair or replace, and insulate the roof over the senior 

high portion of the building. 

2. Reconstruct, repair or replace and insulate the portion of roof over 

the gymnasium. 

3. Replace windows on the southeast side of the building being the 

portion of the building used by the Junior High.

To see if the town will vote to appropriate from its 
Federal Revenue Sharing Account the sum of $25,000.00 for a new truck 
for the Highway Department, and to authorize the Selectmen to sell or 
dispose of the 1971 Ford F750 Highway Department truck, or take any 
other action relative thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 28. (By Petition) To determine whether the town will 
vote to approve the following resolution, and, if so approved, to authorize 
the Town Clerk to forward a certified copy to Governor King, the 
Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency, to Congressman Conte, and to 
Senators Kennedy and Tsongas. 


Resolved: Due to the unworkable evacuation plan handed down to 
the Town of Whately by the State Civil Defense Agency which 
proposes the evacuation of 10,200 residents of Northampton to the 
Town of Whately, in event of the danger of nuclear attack, or 
perceived threat of nuclear attack, and since the entire town could be 
destroyed in a flash and no locality in New England would be safe 
from the immediate or delayed effects of nuclear attack, and since such 
Civil Defense evacuation plans offer only the delusion of safety and in 
so doing contribute to the nuclear arms race, and since no steps short 
of nuclear disarmament by all nations could protect Whately citizens 
against the disastrous consequences of a nuclear war, therefore we the 
Whately Town Meeting reject the State’s evacuation plan. 


ARTICLE 29. (By Petition) To see if the town will vote the 
following resolution: 


Because it is impossible to defend against nuclear war, and because there 
can be no winner of a nuclear war, we. 

1. Call upon the President of the United States to propose to the 
U.S:S:R. that together, both countries negotiate an immediate halt 
to the nuclear arms race. Specifically, we call upon each country to 
adopt an immediate mutual freeze on all further testing, production 
and deployment of all nuclear warheads, missles and delivery 
systems, and, 
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2. Calluponthe Administration and the Congress to transfer the funds 
saved to civilian use. Concurrently, they should work jointly with 
labor, management and local communities to develop plans to 
convert the nuclear arms industry to civilian production, thus 
protecting jobs and strengthening our national economy. 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the town will vote to approve the Selectmen 
entering into a lease with Franklin County for the lease of the so-called 
Herlihy Park on River Road or pass any votes in relation thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the town will vote to establish offsetting 
receipts in amount of $1,500.00 for Herlihy Park, under Chapter 329 of the 
Acts of 1981, or take any other action relative thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the town will vote to continue construction of 
Chestnut Plain Road according to State specifications at 100% 
reimbursement, or take any other action relative thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 33. (By Petition) To see if the town will vote to 
terminate the services of Edward W. Pepyne, Jr. as Town Counsel and to 
direct the Board of Selectmen to seek alternative legal counsel, or take any 
other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 34. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds the sum of $10,000.00 for the repair of High 
Bridge on Lower Conway Road, or take any other action relative 
thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the town will vote any instructions to its 
officers, Boards, committees, commissions or pass any vote or votes in 
relation thereto. 


Proposed Instruction: 

That the Frontier Regional and the Whately School Committees 
are instructed to include in their annual reports the amounts 
actually expended against the amounts appropriated. (R) 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting up attested copies 
thereof at the Town Hall and Post Office in said Town, seven days at least 
before the time of holding said meeting.

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Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


The transfer station was finished and put into operation on February 2, 
1982. The cost of operation will not be fully known until a year has elapsed. 
The cooperation of the public will help keep the site clean and the cost of 
operation down. 


The Stump Dump on Webber Road in West Whately will be opened 
sometime in April. Tentatively, the Stump Dump will be opened the first 
and third Saturday of each month from 1:00 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. 


The line painter for the Highway Dept. was purchased and put in 
operation this year. The Highway Dept. has had a bad year due to heavy 
snow and ice buildup. One dump truck and a sander have been broken 
down about 50% of the time. 


Three miles of road was oiled this year. We hope to do more oiling if 
state reimbursements come in as expected. The Highway Dept. expects to 
oil North Street, Webber Road and River Road. 


Routine maintenance was done as usual mostly on drainage in problem 
areas. 


The floor of the Town Hall was insulated and the floors seem much 
warmer. Also storm windows were added on the north side of the Town 
Hall. 


A public address system was installed in the Town Hall Auditorium. 
This will make town meetings much more audible to all who attend. 


The Selectmen wish to thank all citizens of Whately who served the 
town and gave of their time this past year.

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Assessor’s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


The year 1981 has been another busy year for the Assessors. The 
Sudbury Supreme Court decision, which mandated that all towns be valued 
at 100% of full and fair market value, the Tregor case, and then finally 
Chapter 797 of the Acts of 1979, which gave the Department of Revenue 
extensive powers to enforce the mandate of 100% valuation, have 
significantly changed the job of assessing, adding more hours to the 
Assessors’ job, and requiring more expertise, if only to evaluate the work of 
outside contractors. 


In Whately’s case, we have been working closely with our computer 
revaluation company, McGee and Magane, in an effort to get the 
classification of real property, as required by Chapter 797, on stream and to 
keep the property record cards up to date, as well as to maintain a close 
watch on the valuations so as not to get too far away from full and fair cash 
value. In order to facilitate better access to Assessor personnel, McGee and 
Magane has recently set up an office in Sunderland. 


As a result of the Department of Revenue’s mandate, which requires 
their recertification of our values every two years, we will be revaluing real 
property in 1982. This revaluation will mostly involve computer analysis, 
but may also involve some on site field work. 


In addition, assessing duties include keeping the tax maps up to date and 
available to interested parties, and processing abatement applications. 


We have been working with the Tax Collector on problems resulting 
from prior year motor vehicle excise bills, and other problems of 
uncollected bills which came to light as a result of the audit done for the 
purpose of bonding the new Collector. 


We ask again that taxpayers bring their questions to the Assessors’ 
meeting scheduled on the last Monday of the month, as we look forward to 
another busy year in 1982.

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Report of the Fire Chief 


The Whately “Volunteer” Fire Department recorded a total of 115 calls 
for fire and ambulance. As usual, ambulance calls predominated with 
transient calls accounting for approximately one-third of our ambulance 
runs. 


Fire calls were dominated by grass and brush fires. Some of these fires 
were reported by the State fire tower, and turned out to be persons burning 
without a permit. It is possible to obtain a permit to burn brush from 
January 15 to adate generally in April, depending on burning conditions. It 
is law that a permit be obtained for all outdoor burning. It is also expensive 
to have men and equipment respond to a reported fire that may be under 
control. 


Thanks to a concerned effort by State and local police and the 
apprehension of at least two persons, we had no tobacco barn losses in 
1981. We hope that we will not have losses of this type in the future, as tax 
dollars are lost with the loss of buildings. 


Fortunately, the chimney fires were able to be contained with only two 
necessitating chimney replacement due to deteriorated conditions and 
cracks caused by the intense heat. If you suspect that you have a chimney 
fire, please call the Fire Department immediately. We would rather put out 
a small chimney fire than an involved house fire. 


As of January 1, 1982 a new State Law requires that all dwellings being 
sold must be inspected by the Fire Chief or his representative for necessary 
smoke alarm installations. The Fire Department has the necessary State 
form which the seller must have with other selling papers. 


We have received our 1,500 gatlon portable tank which we requested in 
1981. It has been used at one serious fire by Mutual Aid Request. This tank 
will be very useful should we ever have a major fire where water must be 
brought to the scene by tankers.

The Fire Department Ambulance responded to 78 calls in 1981, one less 
than 1980, but seven per cent more in total department calls. We still have 
a problem obtaining volunteers to become Emergency Medical 
Technicians. In 1981 we were able to have two people trained. These two 
will be a big help; however, more are desperately needed because people 
move away or change jobs, and we find ourselves losing our E.M.T.s. If any 
citizen wishes to become an E.M.T., please contact the Fire Chief or any of 
our E.M.T.s. We will arrange for training as soon as a course becomes 
available. Our daytime coverage of the ambulance is a constant problem, 
and we cannot always guarantee response; however, under Mutual Aid 
arrangement, all calls will be answered if the need arises. Our service is 
available on a “volunteer” basis and we feel we should not charge for a 
service we cannot guarantee. Contributions are used for replacement of 
supplies and equipment. An ambulance replacement fund was established 
at the 1981 Town Meeting to which donations may also be made.

The Whately Fire Department is a “Volunteer” Department ready to 
assist Townspeople 24 hours a day for fire or medical emergency. If you do 
not have telephone decals with our Emergency Number, contact one of the 
officers and they will see that you have one for each phone. To summon aid, 
dial 665-2167. I wish to emphasize that if you must dial the operator 
instead, be sure to give the name of the Town and State—this is necessary 
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because the operators are no longer in local offices. We recommend that 
you also give street numbers, and leave your porch or front light on to 
assist us locating your home. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, my officers, members of the Fire 
Department and their wives, and all the Emergency Medical Technicians 
who have responded in all kinds of weather this past year. You were all 
great and make our Town a safer and healthier place to live.

The Visiting Nurse & Health Services is pleased to provide its first 
complete annual report of health services to the town of Whately for fiscal 
1981 (July 1, 1980—June 30, 1981). The VN&HS is a certified* Home 
Health Agency and as such provides services for patients who are ill at 
home including: skilled nursing care, physical, occupational or speech 
therapy, and Homemaker/ Home Health Aide service. The above services 
are reimbursed by Medicare, Medicaid and private health insurance, when 
eligible. The town contract enables us to provide these services ona sliding 
scale basis for individuals who are not covered by third party 
reimbursement. All services are provided upon orders of the patient’s 
physician indicating specific treatments and with a nursing care plan to 
coordinate the patient's total care at home.

In addition to the care of the sick, the VN&HS also provides health and 
education services to expectant mothers and mothers and infants in the 
home. Nutrition counseling and food vouchers are also provided to eligible 
clients through the federally funded WIC program (Women, Infants and 
Children Supplemental food program). 


Reports of service are provided quarterly to the town accompanied by a 
cost report including total cost of the services rendered the town, the 
reimbursable percentage and the portion of cost to be billed to the town 
under the service contract.

GENERAL POLICY CONCERNING NO SCHOOL 


It will be the policy to close school only in cases of extreme weather 
conditions. When schools are open on stormy days parents are urged to 
exercise their personal judgement as to the wisdom of sending their 
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children to school. If it is necessary to close school, notification will be 
broadcast over radio stations WHAI & WPOE in Greenfield, WHMP in 
Northampton, WHYN in Springfield, and WTTT in Amherst. 


HEALTH 


School health services supplement the care parents provide for their 
children. Vision and hearing testing are provided for all students 
Kindergarten through grade six. Height, weight, and blood pressure 
readings are also taken and recorded. Physical examinations, with parental 
consent, were completed on children in grades two (2) and five (5) without 
any significant findings. 


Educational health films are shown to all children on dental care, 
pediculosis, and the Heimlich method. Discussions and films on the 
menstrual cycle are offered to grade five (5) and grade six (6) girls. 


In accordance with a change in state law, tuberculosis testing on school 
personnel is not required every three (4) years unless requested. Postural 
screening was completed on fifth and sixth grade students without any 
significant findings. 


ART 


Students in the Whately Elementary Schools receive art instruction one 
day per week under the direction of Mrs. Pauline Grinnan. Samples of 
student work and projects are on display throughout both school buildings 
during the course of the year. 


The sixth grade class, in keeping with tradition, will paint a mural on the 
basement wall of the East School. The mural, under the direction of Mrs. 
Grinnan, will be completed by the spring of 1982. 


MUSIC 


The music program, under the direction of Helen Lake and Therese 
Straney, is designed to provide each child with a variety of musical 
experiences, including seasonal songs, music of America, musical plays, 
creative movement, and music from other cultures. Lessons are provided in 
singing, playing instruments, and composing. These basic activities are 
provided at each grade level and are adjusted to the ability levels of the 
students. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 


This is the eighth year of the Special Education Law, Chapter 766. The 
town of Whately continues to provide special education programs for 
students ages three through twenty-one who are in need. 
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REMARKS 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the service personnel who 
work to provide a clean and efficient building for the young people in our 
schools. I would again like to commend the faculty for their dedication and 
loyalty to the children. Their conscientious efforts are highly appreciated. 


A special thanks to Donald Skroski for his strong leadership as 
Principal. I would also like to thank the School Committee for their 
cooperation and support in successfully maintaining the high quality of 
education in our schools.

Calendar year January 1, 1981 to December 31, 1981 


I am pleased to submit my sixth annual report of the management of the 
Franklin County Technical School. As in my previous reports, I will 
attempt to briefly summarize the more significant events that have 
contributed to our school’s growth during the past year. 


The Tech School’s current enrollment of 800 students continues to 
exceed every projected capacity. The steady decline in K-12 enrollments in 
all of the area sending schools will begin to be reflected in the District's 
1982-1983 school year. We anticipate a District enrollment of 745. 
Therefore, the District Committee will accept approximately 60 non- 
district student applications in the next school year. A substantial non- 
district application file already exists. In general, however, the student 
enrollment trends are positive. The October 1, 1981 report listed (508) 
male and (277) female grade 9-12 students enrolled here. Again this year 
women were enrolled in all eighteen (18) shops. Our District residents 
may be interested in a student listing by town:

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Due to major budgetary reductions, created by a response to Proposition 
2%, funding for the Adult Education Program was deleted for the current 
school year. However, in an innovative and cooperative educational 
contract arrangement, the staff of the Greenfield Community College and 
the Technical School have established an effective alternative called the 
Tech Connection. If this trial year continues to prove itself, it will 
probably become a permanent feature at our school. 


For the second year, the Tech School continued a very successful alliance 
with the private sector in job training. A machinist summer job training 
contract was renewed with the Union-Butterfield corporation, a Litton 
Industry subsidiary, to provide manpower training for a group of middle 
management employees. 


As in past years, the Tech School has been proud to receive a number of 
donations from area businesses and industrial firms. Also, a number of area 
institutions have been added to our school’s cooperative work experience 
program. We are particularly proud of the new programs developed for 
our Allied Health curricula at the Franklin County Public and Farren 
Hospitals. 


Since the major goal of a Vocational Technical Education is “to prepare 
students to seek, acquire, and succeed in a specific trade, technical or 
occupational field,” this school continues to stress and improve our student 
job placements. The placement rate for the Senior Class of 1981 was, again, 
exceptionally high. Over 93 percent of our Seniors were placed in career 
related occupations or enrolled in advanced post-secondary training 
institutions. 


Also, there was a very positive placement rate for our special needs 
students. 


The state mandated Basic Skills Testing Program continues to be a 
valuable addition to our school curriculum. The test results have enabled 
our staff to begin an effective remediation component with the essential 
skill subjects of mathematics, reading, and writing and the allied subject 
and shop areas that incorporate these skills. 


This year, a number of public service jobs were carried out by our 
school’s construction shops. In addition to the annual House Carpentry 
building project, our students assisted in a major renovation of a 
Greenfield Public Elementary School. The building was converted to a 
Child Care Center for the Greenfield Community College. Also, our main 
production shops, Carpentry, Graphics, Culinary Arts, Data Processing, 
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Auto Mechanics, Auto Body, and Cosmetology continue to receive strong 
county-wide support 


I would again like to offer my brief assessment of the Technical School's 
future role in Franklin County. The fiscal restraints placed on all 
educational institutions have continued to impact on the budgetary 
process. Critical reductions in the FY-1983 budget have been made in staff, 
equipment, supplies, and materials. The next two fiscal years will sorely 
test the survival skills of every public school in the county. The energy and 
transportation costs continue to be a significantly negative factor for our 
school budgets. Consequently, this District Committee has permitted the 
Administration to utilize a variety of means to attack the inflationary cost 
cycle. Conservation programs, the utilization of alternative energy sources, 
and facility fee services have been authorized so as to curb costs. In 
addition, the Committee has approved a long range study into the 
feasibility of implementing a Four Day school week at the Tech School. 
The comparative models that are being examined will offer some 
interesting data for future analysis and action 

Future enrollment projections indicate that interest in our school’s 
program will remain high. Women applicants continue to increase. 
Although the student decline in area sending schools will continue to 
influence the Tech School's applications for the next five to seven years, 
the school’s total enrollment should remain at or near capacity. 


It seems quite certain that the Tech School will be called upon to 
continue to develop adult job training and retraining programs for this 
geographic area. All county high schools and post-secondary institutions 
must actively participate in new short and long range cooperative 
educational county-wide programs. Both the private and public sector 
institutions must begin to join together in establishing creative and cost 
effective ventures by cross-utilization of staff, facilities, and research. 


In closing, I would like to express my gratitude to the entire educational 
community at the Tech School. Their unstinted assistance and cooperation 
contributed greatly to a very successful sixth school year. I am indebted, 
also, to the parents, county residents, business, industrial, and educational 
benefactors for giving so generously of their time and talent. And, finally, 
Mr. Chairman, I wish to express my appreciation to you and your 
Committee. Your consistent support, encouragement, and confidence in 
my Administration of this fine school is deeply rewarding.
